Nixon Tells Laird To Study

SAIGON (AP) — American 
air cavalrymen have uncovered 
a huge North Vietnamese base 
spread over four square miles 
northwest of Saigon.

The base is believed to be the 
largest ever uncovered in the 
war and could accommodate 
perhaps 5,000 or more enemy 
troops. It contained hundreds of 
bunkers, a large underground 
hospital, dining halls, a bicycle 
repair shop, and a command 
post.

WASHINTON (API — Wel­ 
fare Secretary Robert H. Finch 
says the Nixon administration is 
against trying to force racial in­ 
tegration in schools by threaten­ 
ing to cut off federal funds. 
Instead, Finch said Wednes­ 
day, the policy will be to stress 
negotiations with local school 
districts, plus “flexibility and 
fairness.” 
The head of the Health, Edu­ 
cation and Welfare Department 
laid down these guidelines in an­ 
nouncing 
that 
five 
Southern 
school districts were being giv­ 
en an additional 60 days to com­ 
ply with federal school desegre­ 
gation law. 
As a result of action taken by 
the Johnson administration wel­ 
fare secretary, Wilbur Cohen, 
federal 
funds 
were 
withheld 
Wednesday from the schools in 
Mississippi and North and South 
Carolina because they failed to 
meet a deadline for desegrega­ 
tion plans. 
Finch said formulation of his 
own policy came too late to halt 
the action but he hopes the 
funds can he restored. 
He said he is also dispatching 
federal teams to help the school 
districts work out the plans. 
He said the withheld funds 
would be restored if the districts 
meet the new deadline. 
Although against using feder­ 
al funds as a bludgeon, Finch 
did not nile out entirely such an 
action which is permitted under 
the Civil Rights Act of 1964. 
“When all the alternatives 
have been exhausted, as they 
have in these instances, the law 
in the end must be enforced,” 
Finch said, referring to the five 
cases in question.

Predictions Now Used In Medical Practice

4 ‘The 
days ahead will be 
troubled.. .Unless you are very 
careful you will experience sick­ 
ness, accidents or both.. . ” 
Does this sound like the speil 
of a fortune teller? Not neces­ 
sarily—it could be wise counsel 
from your physician. 
Careful studies of the life his­ 
tories of thousands of widely dif­ 
fering people have persuaded 
competent scientists that the 
probability of “health changes” 
—sickness, accident, even preg­ 
nancy—can be predicted. 
This finding is one of many 
results of current research In 
psychosomatic 
medicine—the 
study of the relationship be 
tween the mind and the body 
and how each affects the other. 
Scientists are learning that 
disease 
is 
not 
necessarily 
caused by germs—all persons 
have germs but only a few be­ 
come ill. Instead, the cause of 


disease is closely linked with 
the way individuals react to life. 
At a recent seminar at the 
Oklahoma University Medical 
Center sponsored by the Ameri­ 
can College of Physicians, inter­ 
nists from over the nation were 
told of new vistas opening in the 
practice of medicine as a result 
of psychosomatic research. 
Dr. Thomas Holmes, profes­ 
sor of psychiatry at the Univer­ 
sity of Washington, Seattle, said 
statistical 
studies 
show that 
some people are far more likely 
than others to become ill or get 
in an accident—and that there 
are ways of helping them defy 
their apparent destiny. 
Holmes said there is a “pow­ 
erful 
relationship” 
between 
stressful events in life and later 
changes in health. 
He included among “health 
changes” 
infectious 
diseases 
such as tuberculosis, surgery, 
accidents, 
even 
pregnancy. 
They are related, he said, to 
such “life change” events as 


going away to school, getting a 
job, losing a job, promotions, 
marriages, divorces, deaths of 
loved ones, jail sentences and 
traffic tickets. 
“ In a study of tuberculosis pa­ 
tients,” he said, “we found a 
significant buildup or clustering 
of life-change events within two 
years prior to their admission to 
the sanitarium.” 


Studies 
of 
other 
patients 
showed a similar clustering of 
events prior to heart trouble, 
skin disease, hernia, surgery, 
pregnancy and automobile acci­ 
dents, Holmes said. 
The link between life changes 
and health changes seems to be 
associated with the body’s im­ 
munity system, which makes 
antibodies to fight foreign mate­ 


rial .and germs. Situations which 
arouse fear also suppress many 
body functions and they may 
suppress antibody production as 
well. 
Stressful situations may also 
upset production of hormones, 
which have a roie in emotional 
balance. A person with dis­ 
turbed emotions is more likely 
to have accidents.

Smaller Golf Ball Planned 
To Improve Duffers" Game 


NEW YORK (AP) - As if the 
cantankerous golf ball isn’t hard 
enough to hit now, the powers of 
the game are planning to make 
it smaller. 
However, you should be able 
to belt it farther off the tee and 
it ought to be more fun to play, 
says Keith Mackenzie, secre­ 
tary of the Royal and Ancient 
Club of St. Andrews—but he 
can’t guarantee it. 
Mackenzie, who holds forth in 
the old gray structure beside 
the North Sea where golf sup­ 
posedly was cradled, stopped off 
in New York Thursday to talk 
with officials of the U.S. Golf 
Association about two subjects 
close to his heart—the British 
Open and the golf ball. 
“Our aim is to arrive at a ball 
that is more pleasurable for the 
average golfer to play,” Mack­ 
enzie, a typical Scotsman with a 
thin mustache and a brogue that 
walks on edge, said. “We are 
not concerned about the Arnold 
Palm ers and Bill Caspers. We 
are concerned about the mil­ 
lions of golfers—70 per cent of 
all of them, in fact—who have 
handicaps of 17 and above. 
“ Our purpose Is not to im­ 
prove the score—the players 
must do that themselves. It is to 
improve the enjoyment of the 
game.” 
The British and Americans, 
whose rules are accepted all 
around the world, play a differ­ 
ent size ball. The Americans 


specify that a ball cannot be 
less than 1.68 inches in diame­ 
ter. The R&A code holds that 
the minimum diam eter shall be 
1.62 inches.

Charles F. Kurfess 
It - 4 Bowling Green indicated 
Thursday that some help may 
be on the way for businessmen 
who had their liquor permits 
lifted or restricted because of a 
recent Ohio Supreme Court rul­ 
ing. 
“The state has a moral re­ 
sponsibility to help rectify this 
situation,” Kurfess said, since 
•apparently state government 
has been a party to putting 
some people in a precarious 
position businesswise.” 
Liquor Director Donald D. 
Cook announced last week that 
34 permits would be restricted 
lo prohibit liquor sales and 31 
others lifted because of the 
court’s ruling that areas once 
voted dry by iocal option re­ 
main dry even though annexed 
into a wet area. 
After the court decision, the 
liquor department gave the per­ 
mit holders until Feb. 21 to 
cease or restrict liquor sales. 
Kurfess extended little hope 
that the legislature could offer 
any relief to permit holders be­ 
fore the deadline. 
But on a long term basis, he 
said the legislature could either 
provide a “ grandfather” clause 
to the affected businesses or 
change the law to provide that 
dry areas annexed into wet 
areas would lose their dry sta­ 
tus.

Less Central 
Government 
Study Urged 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
Ohio Municipal League has been 
asked to obtain data on the 
feasibility of decentralizing state 
government. 
The request was made by a 
group of mayors meeting here 
Thursday to discuss the various 
problems they have in common. 
Harry Meshel, executive as­ 
sistant to the mayor of Youngs­ 
town, suggested a “reasonable 
study” be made of the possibil­ 
ity of moving some state oper­ 
ations from Columbus. 
“If there is a benefit to locat­ 
ing some operations elsewhere 
then it should be done,” he said. 
Cleveland 
Mayor 
Carl 
B. 
Stokes called the proposed ac­ 
tion “long overdue,” and added: 
“It would be fruitful in provid­ 
ing jobs and serving as a stimu­ 
lus for other parts of the state.” 
He said there is “great con­ 
cern” for locating some state 
operations in northeastern Ohio 
“from which most of the state 
support comes.” 
M. E. Sensenbrenner, Colum­ 
bus mayor, opposed the idea. 
“I’m against it,” he said. “You 
can’t divide government all over 
the country.” 
Mayor Eugene P. Ruehlmann 
of Cincinnati cautioned he was 
not “ so sure the state would 
benefit in the long run” by mov­ 
ing some operations out of Co­ 
lumbus.
